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II. INTRODUCTION 


A. PURPOSE OF THIS REQUEST FOR PROPOSALS 

The purpose of this request for proposal is to solicit services to provide the New Mexico 
Department of Transportation (NMDOT or Department) with feedback on the effectiveness of 
current impaired driving laws and court procedures through the use of court monitoring 
personnel. The successful Offeror will provide regular reporting on impaired driving court cases 
as part of an effort to monitor and spotlight adjudication and sentencing practices for New 
Mexico judges. The goal of the Department is to maximize the effectiveness of the current laws 
and court practices, identify areas of strength as well as areas that may need improvement, and to 
further reduce motor vehicle related death and injury in New Mexico. 

B. SCOPE OF WORK 


The selected Offeror shall perform the services as specified below: 

1. Monitor, gather information, and report back to the Department on a minimum of 250 
impaired driving court cases per year, utilizing a court monitoring information storage 
system. The cases shall primarily be from courts in the counties of Bernalillo, Santa 
Fe, Dona Ana, McKinley, San Juan and Rio Arriba. However, the Department may 
request the offeror to monitor cases in other counties as well. 

2. Develop and implement a court monitoring information storage system. At minimum, 
the information stored shall include the following: 

a) basic case information, such as defendant’s name and location of arrest; 

b) charges filed against the defendant, including citation number, case number, and 
circumstances surrounding the arrest; 

c) arraignment information, such as location, court date, plea entered and disposition; 

d) pretrial hearing information, such as location, court date; 

e) sanctions, including deferred sentences, DWI school or other alternative sentencing 
or condition the court may impose; 

f) comparisons to impaired driving sanctions in other jurisdictions within the State; 

g) name of court, judge, district attorney and defendant’s counsel; and 

h) documentation of personal observations related to the case. 

The Offeror shall adhere to all storage, retention and security practices required by law 
for sensitive data, as well as any requirements prescribed by the Department. 

3. Provide a minimum of one project manager, who will provide general oversight for the 
project and serve as the main point of contact for the Department. 

4. Provide appropriate staff responsible for on-site monitoring of court proceedings.

5. Maintain management oversight and offiee staff suffieient to support the projeet 
manager and other staff assigned to this projeet. 

6. Develop and implement a training eurrieulum for staff working on this project. The 
training curriculum must be approved by the Department in advance, and must at 
minimum include instruction on proper use of the collection system, information on 
current impaired driving laws, and information on general operations of courts. 

7. Provide monthly reports on a format prescribed by the Department. 

8. At minimum, schedule and attend quarterly meetings with Department staff. 

9. Develop an evaluation plan to measure the effectiveness of this project. 

10. Provide a cost proposal for the scope of services. The cost proposal shall include costs 
necessary to meet the minimum 250 court cases/year as well as a cost proposal to meet 
any additional requested court cases up to 500/year total. 

C. SCOPE OF PROCUREMENT 


The Department intends on establishing a contract with a two (2) year term, however the 
Department, at its discretion, may renew the contract on an annual basis for an additional 
two (2) years. In no case will the contract, including any and all renewals thereof, exceed a 
total of four (4) years in duration from the date of the initial Agreement.

“Contract” or “Agreemenf ’ means a written agreement for the procurement of items of tangible 
personal property or services. 

“Contractor” means a successful Offeror who enters into a binding contract. 

“Determination” means the written documentation of a decision by the Procurement Manager 
including findings of fact supporting a decision. A determination becomes part of the procurement 
file. 

“Desirable” The terms “may”, “can”, “should”, “preferably”, or “prefers” identify a desirable or 
discretionary item or factor (as opposed to “mandatory”). 

“Evaluation Committee” means a body appointed by the Agency management to perform the 
evaluation of Offeror proposals. 

“Finalist” is defined as an Offeror who meets all the mandatory specifications of this Request for 
Proposals and whose score on evaluation factors is sufficiently high to merit further consideration 
by the Evaluation Committee. 

“Mandatory” The terms “must”, “shall”, “will”, “is required”, or “are required”, identify a 
mandatory item or factor (as opposed to “desirable”). Failure to meet a mandatory item or factor 
will result in the rejection of the Offeror’s proposal. 

“Offeror” is any person, corporation, institution of higher education, or partnership who chooses to 
submit a proposal. 

“Procurement Manager” means the person or designee authorized by the Agency to manage or 
administer a procurement requiring the evaluation of competitive sealed proposals. 

“Procurement Services Bureau” means the Procurement Services Bureau, Office of Business 
Support, New Mexico Department of Transportation. 

“Request for Proposals” or “REP” means all documents, including those attached or incorporated 
by reference, used for soliciting proposals. 
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“Responsible Offeror” means an Offeror who submits a responsive proposal and who has 
furnished, when required, information and data to prove that his financial resources, production or 
service facilities, personnel, service reputation and experience are adequate to make satisfactory 
delivery of the services or items of tangible personal property described in the proposal. 

“Responsive Offer” or “Responsive Proposal” means an offer or proposal which conforms in all 
material respects to the requirements set forth in the request for proposals. Material respects of a 
request for proposals include, but are not limited to, price, quality, quantity or delivery 
requirements.

EXPLANATION OF EVENTS 


The following paragraphs describe the activities listed in the sequence of events shown in 
Section III, Paragraph A. 

1. Issue of REP 

This REP is being issued by the New Mexico Department of Transportation. 

2. Distribution List Response Due 

Potential Offerors should hand deliver or return by facsimile or by registered or 
certified mail the "Acknowledgement of Receipt Form" that accompanies this 
document (See “Appendix B”) to have their organization placed on the 
procurement distribution list. The form should be signed by an authorized 
representative of the organization, dated and returned by the close of business on 
December 18,2015. 

The procurement distribution list will be used for the distribution of written 
responses to questions and any REP amendments. Failure to return this form shall 
constitute a presumption of receipt and rejection of the REP, and the potential 
Offeror's organization name shall not appear on the distribution list. 

3. Deadline to Submit Additional Written Questions 

Potential Offerors may submit additional written questions as to the intent or clarity 
of this REP until the close of business on January 5, 2016. All written questions 
must be addressed to the Procurement Manager (See Section II, Paragraph D). 

4. Response to Written Questions/RFP Amendments 

Written responses to written questions and any REP amendments will be distributed 
on January 7, 2016 to all potential Offerors whose organization name appears on 
the procurement distribution list. 

Additional written requests for clarification of distributed answers and/or 
amendments must be received by the Procurement Manager no later than one (1) 
day after the answers and/or amendments were issued. 

5. Submission of Proposal 

ALL OFFEROR PROPOSALS MUST BE RECEIVED FOR REVIEW AND 
EVALUATION BY THE PROCUREMENT MANAGER OR DESIGNEE NO 
LATER THAN 2:00 P.M, MST ON JANUARY 14, 2016. Proposals received 
after this deadline will not be accepted. The date and time will be recorded on each 
proposal. Proposals must be addressed and delivered to the Procurement Manager 
at the address listed in Section II, Paragraph D. 
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Proposals must be sealed and labeled on the outside of the paekage to elearly 
indieate that they are in response to RFP #16-29, Court Monitoring Services for 
the New Mexico Department of Transportation, Proposals submitted by 
faesimile will not be aeeepted. 

A publie log will be kept of the names of all Offeror organizations that submitted 
proposals. Pursuant to Seetion 13-1-116 NMSA 1978, the eontents of any proposal 
shall not be disclosed to competing Offerors prior to contract award. 

6. Proposal Evaluation 

The evaluation of proposals will be performed by an evaluation committee 
appointed by the Agency. This process will take place during the month of 
January 2016. During this time, the Procurement Manager may initiate 
discussions with Offerors who submit responsive or potentially responsive 
proposals for the purpose of clarifying aspects of the proposals, but proposals may 
be accepted and evaluated without such discussion. Discussions SHALL NOT be 
initiated by the Offerors. 

7. Selection of Finalists 

The Evaluation Committee will select and Procurement Manager will notify the 
finalist Offerors in the month of January 2016. Only finalists will be invited to 
participate in the subsequent steps of the procurement. The schedule for the Oral 
Presentations will be determined at that time. 

8. Oral Presentation by Finalists (if applicable) 

Finalist Offerors may be required to present their proposals to the Evaluation 
Committee. The Procurement Manager will schedule the time and location for each 
Offeror presentation. Presentations, if required, will be held in January/February 
2016 and will be limited to one (1) hour in duration. 

9. Best and Final Offers From Finalists 

Finalist Offerors may be asked to submit revisions to their proposals for the purpose 
of obtaining best and final offers in January/February 2016. Best and final offers 
may be clarified and amended at the finalist Offeror’s oral presentation. 

10. Finalize Contract 


The contract will be finalized with the most advantageous Offeror in the months of 
February 2016. In the event that mutually agreeable terms cannot be reached 
within the time specified, NMDOT reserves the right to finalize a contract with the 
next most advantageous Offeror without undertaking a new procurement process. 
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11. Contract Award 

NMDOT anticipates awarding the contraet in the months of February 2016. These 
dates are subjeet to ehange at the discretion of the Ageney. 

The eontraet shall be awarded to the Offeror or Offerors whose proposal is most 
advantageous, taking into eonsideration the evaluation factors set forth in the RFP. 
The most advantageous proposal may or may not have received the most points. 

12. Right to Protest 

Any protest by an Offeror must be timely and in eonformanee with Section 
13-1-172 NMSA 1978 and applicable procurement regulations. Protests must be 
written and must inelude the name and address of the protestor and the request for 
proposals number. It must also eontain a statement of grounds for protest ineluding 
appropriate supporting exhibits.

C. GENERAL REQUIREMENTS 

This proeurement will be eondueted in aeeordanee with Chapter 13, NMSA 1978 and 
NMAC 1.4.1. 

1. Acceptanee of Conditions Governing the Proeurement 

Offerors must indieate their aceeptanee of the Conditions Governing the 
Procurement seetion in the letter of transmittal. Submission of a proposal 
eonstitutes aeeeptance of the Evaluation Eaetors eontained in Section VI of this 
REP. 

2. Incurring Cost 

Any cost incurred by the Offeror in preparation, transmittal, presentation of any 
proposal or material submitted in response to this REP shall be home solely by the 
Offeror. 

3. Prime Contraetor Responsibility 

Any contract that may result from this REP shall speeify that the prime Contractor 
is solely responsible for fulfillment of the contract with NMDOT. NMDOT will 
make contraet payments only to the prime Contraetor.

Subcontractors 


Use of subcontractors must be elearly explained in the proposal. Major 
subeontraetors must be identified by name and their qualifieations must be ineluded 
as an attaehment to the proposal.

Potential Offerors must have the proper certifieations and lieenses to do business

Limited Partnerships:

• File a Statement of Qualifications with the New Mexieo Seeretary of State 
pursuant to NMSA 1978, Seetions 54-lA-lOl through 54-1A-1206. 

• Obtain a Federal employer identifieation number. 

• Register with the New Mexieo Taxation and Revenue Department and obtain 
a tax identifieation number to report gross reeeipts taxes. 
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General Partnerships: 

• File a Statement of Partnership Authority with the Secretary of State pursuant 
to NMSA 1978, Sections 54-lA-lOl through 54-1A-1206. 

• Obtain a Federal employer identification number. 

• Register with the New Mexico Taxation and Revenue Department and obtain 
a tax identification number to report gross receipts taxes. 

Sole Proprietorships and Joint Ventures: 

• Obtain a Federal employer identification number. 

• Register with the New Mexico Taxation and Revenue Department and obtain 
a tax identification number to report gross receipts taxes. 

6. Amended Proposals 

An Offeror may submit an amended proposal before the deadline for receipt of 
proposals. Such amended proposals must be complete replacements for a 
previously submitted proposal and must be clearly identified as such in the 
transmittal letter. NMDOT personnel will not merge, collate, or assemble proposal 
materials. 

7. Offerors' Rights to Withdraw Proposal 

Offerors will be allowed to withdraw their proposals at any time prior to the 
deadline for receipt of proposals. The Offeror must submit a written withdrawal 
request signed by the Offeror's duly authorized representative addressed to the 
Procurement Manager. The approval or denial of withdrawal requests received 
after the deadline for receipt of the proposals is governed by the applicable 
procurement regulations. 

8. Proposal Offer Firm 

Responses to this RFP, including proposal prices, will be considered firm for ninety 
(90) days after the due date for receipt of proposals. 

9. Disclosure of Proposal Contents 

The proposals will be kept confidential until a contract is awarded. At that time, all 
proposals and documents pertaining to the proposals will be open to the public, 
except for the material that is proprietary or confidential. The Procurement 
Manager will not disclose or make public any pages of a proposal on which the 
Offeror has stamped or imprinted "proprietary" or "confidential" subject to the 
following requirements. 

Proprietary or confidential data shall be readily separable from the proposal in order 
to facilitate eventual public inspection of the non-confidential portion of the 
proposal. 
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Confidential data is normally restricted to confidential financial information 
concerning the Offeror's organization and data that qualifies as a trade secret in 
accordance with the Uniform Trade Secrets Act, 57-3A-1 to 57-3A-7 NMSA 1978. 
The price of products offered or the cost of services proposed shall not be 
designated as proprietary or confidential information. 

If a request is received for disclosure of data for which an Offeror has made a 
written request for confidentiality, the NMDOT Procurement Manger shall examine 
the Offeror's request and make a written determination that specifies which portions 
of the proposal should be disclosed. Unless the Offeror takes legal action to 
prevent the disclosure, the proposal will be so disclosed. The proposal shall be 
open to public inspection subject to any continuing prohibition on the disclosure of 
confidential data. 

10. No Obligation 

This procurement in no manner obligates the Agency or any of its programs to the 
use of any proposed professional services until a valid written contract is awarded 
and approved by the appropriate authorities. 

11. Termination 

This RFP may be canceled at any time and any and all proposals may be rejected in 
whole or in part when the Procurement Manager determines such action to be in the 
best interest of the Agency. 

12. Sufficient Appropriation 

Any contract awarded as a result of this RFP process may be terminated if 
sufficient appropriations or authorizations do not exist. Such termination will be 
effected by sending written notice to the Contractor. The Agency’s decision as to 
whether sufficient appropriations and authorizations are available will be accepted 
by the Contractor as final. 

13. Legal Review 

NMDOT requires that all Offerors agree to be bound by the General Requirements 
contained in this RFP. Any Offeror concerns must be promptly brought to the 
attention of the Procurement Manager. 

14. Governing Law 

This procurement and any agreement with Offerors that may result shall be 
governed by the laws of the State of New Mexico. 
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15. 


Prohibited Bidding 


Pursuant to Section 10-16-13 NMSA 1978 no state agency or political subdivision 
of the State shall accept a bid or proposal from a person who directly participated 
in the preparation of specifications, qualifications or evaluation criteria on which 
the specific competitive bid or proposal was based. A person accepting a bid or 
proposal on behalf of a state agency or political subdivision of this State shall 
exercise due diligence to ensure compliance with this section. 

16. Consent to Jurisdiction and Venue 

If a recipient of this RFP chooses to offer a proposal, the Offeror understands and 
agrees that by submitting such proposal to the Agency, they thereby consent to 
and agree to the exclusive jurisdiction of the Courts of the State of New Mexico 
for the resolution of any disputes arising under or resulting from the contract 
selection and/or approval process in response to this RFP, or any dispute arising 
under or resulting from the performance of any contract resulting from this RFP, 
which cannot be resolved informally. The Offeror, by submitting such proposal, 
waives any objection to the personal jurisdiction of the Courts of the State of New 
Mexico over the Offeror. By submitting such proposal, the Offeror agrees and 
consents that the Santa Fe County District Court shall have venue and jurisdiction 
over all matters arising or derived from this RFP. 

17. Basis for Proposal 

Only information supplied by NMDOT in writing through the Procurement 
Manager or in this RFP should be used as the basis for the preparation of Offeror 
proposals. 

18. Contract Terms and Conditions 


The Contract between NMDOT and the Contractor will follow the format specified 
by the Agency and contain the terms and conditions as set forth in “Appendix A” 
(Contract Terms and Conditions for Federal Funding). NMDOT reserves the right 
to negotiate with a successful Offeror provisions in addition to those contained in 
this RFP. 

The contents of this RFP, as revised and/or supplemented, and the successful 
Offeror's proposal will be incorporated into and become part of the Contract. In the 
event the Offeror’s proposal conflicts with the RFP, the RFP governs, and, in the 
event the Agreement conflicts with the proposal, the Agreement governs. 

Should an Offeror object to any of the Agency's terms and conditions, as contained 
in this Section or in “Appendix A”, that Offeror must propose specific alternative 
language. The Agency may or may not accept the alternative language. General 
references to the Offeror's terms and conditions or attempts at complete 
substitutions are not acceptable to NMDOT and will result in disqualification of the 
Offeror's proposal. 
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Offerors must provide a brief discussion of the purpose and impact, if any, of each 
proposed change followed by the specific proposed alternate wording. 

19. Offeror's Terms and Conditions 

Offerors must submit with the proposal a complete set of any additional terms and 
conditions which they expect to have included in a contract negotiated with 
NMDOT. 

20. Contract Deviations 

Any additional terms and conditions, which may be the subject of negotiation, will 
be discussed only between NMDOT and the selected Offeror and shall not be 
deemed an opportunity to amend the Offeror's proposal. 

21. Contract Negotiations 

Contract negotiations may be held in accordance with applicable provisions of 
1.4.1.39 NMAC Procurement Code Regulations. 

22. Offeror Qualifications 

The Evaluation Committee may make such investigations as necessary to determine 
the ability of the Offeror to adhere to the requirements specified within this REP. 
The Evaluation Committee will reject the proposal of any Offeror who is not a 
responsible Offeror or fails to submit a responsive offer as defined in Sections 
13-1-83 and 13-1-85 NMSA 1978. 

23. Right to Waive Minor Irregularities 

The Evaluation Committee reserves the right to waive minor irregularities. The 
Evaluation Committee also reserves the right to waive mandatory requirements pro¬ 
vided that all of the otherwise responsive proposals failed to meet the mandatory 
requirements and/or doing so does not otherwise materially affect the procurement. 
This right is at the sole discretion of the Evaluation Committee. 

24. Change in Contractor Representatives 

The NMDOT reserves the right to require a change in contractor representatives if 
the assigned representatives are not, in the opinion of the NMDOT, meeting its 
needs adequately. 

25. Notice 


The Procurement Code, Sections 13-1-28 through 13-1-199 NMSA 1978, imposes 
civil and misdemeanor criminal penalties for its violation. In addition, the New 
Mexico criminal statutes impose felony penalties for bribes, gratuities and 
kick-backs. 
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26. Agency Rights 

The Agency in agreement with the Evaluation Committee reserves the right to 
accept all or a portion of a potential Offeror's proposal. 

27. Right to Publish 

Throughout the duration of this procurement process and contract term, potential 
Offerors and contractors must secure from the Agency written approval prior to the 
release of any information that pertains to the potential work or activities covered 
by this procurement or the subsequent contract. Failure to adhere to this 
requirement may result in disqualification of the Offeror's proposal or termination 
of the contract. 

28. Ownership of Proposals 

All documents submitted in response to this Request for Proposals shall become the 
property of the NMDOT.

B. Evaluation Process 

The evaluation process will follow the steps listed below: 

1. All Offeror proposals will be reviewed for compliance with the mandatory 
specifications stated within the REP. Proposals deemed non-responsive will be 
eliminated from further consideration. 

2. The Procurement Manager may contact the Offeror for clarification of the response 
as specified in Section III, Paragraph B.6. 

3. The Evaluation Committee may use other sources of information to perform the 
evaluation as specified in Section III, Paragraph C.22. 

4. Responsive proposals will be evaluated on the factors in Section VI that have 
been assigned a point value. The responsible Offeror(s) whose proposal is most 
advantageous to the NMDOT, taking into consideration the evaluation factors in 
Section VI and successful negotiations, will be recommended for contract award 
as specified in Section III, Paragraph B.II.

THIS AGREEMENT is made and entered into this _ day of 

_, 20 , by and between the STATE OF NEW MEXICO, NEW MEXICO 

DEPARTMENT OF TRANSPORTATION, hereinafter referred to as “Department,” 
acting through its Secretary, and , hereinafter referred to as “Contractor,” 

IT IS MUTUALLY AGREED BETWEEN THE PARTIES: 

1. Scope of Work, 

The Contractor agrees to perform the following professional services:

Services shall be performed and be completed satisfactory to the Department with 
the instructions provided by the Department, The Contractor shall provide and charge 
only for those services requested by the Department, No services may be contracted except 
as agreed upon in advance by the parties to this Agreement, 

Upon execution of this Agreement, the Contractor shall commence work at the 
Department’s request and services shall conform to the description of services as set forth 
herein or as hereafter mutually agreed to in writing, 

2, Payment Provisions. 

The Department shall compensate the Contractor based on the rates and costs set 
forth as follows: 
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a. Rates . The Contractor agrees to perform billable work at the following rates 
per hour: 

b. Compensation . Total compensation during the term of this Agreement shall 

not exceed $ , unless otherwise agreed to in writing by the parties hereto, which 

amount includes Odoes not include O applicable gross receipts taxes during the term of 
this Agreement. The Department will not compensate the Contractor for services or other 
deliverables provided prior to the full execution of the contract, after the expiration of the 
contract, or in excess of the maximum dollar amount of the contract, unless the maximum 
dollar amount is duly amended prior to providing the services or deliverables. 

c. Payment of Invoice . Payment shall be made to the Contractor upon receipt 
of a detailed invoice on a monthly or quarterly time frame applicable for satisfactory work 
completed and accepted by the Department, unless the Contractor receives verbal or 
written notice that the invoice is inadequate. 

d. Acceptance . The Contractor’s satisfactory completion of this Agreement 
shall be a prerequisite for final payment. Final payment, including any retainage, shall be 
made within thirty (30) days after the work has been approved and accepted by the 
Department’s Secretary or his duly authorized representative. 

Within fifteen days after the date the Department receives written notice from the 
Contractor that payment is requested for services or items of tangible personal property 
delivered on site and received, the Department shall issue a written certification of 
complete or partial acceptance or rejection of the services or items of tangible personal 
property. If the Department finds that the services or items of tangible personal property 
are not acceptable, it shall, within thirty days after the date of receipt of written notice 
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from the Contractor that payment is requested, provide to the Contractor a letter of 
exception explaining the defect or ohjection to the services or delivered tangible personal 
property along with details of how the Contractor may proceed to provide remedial action. 
Upon certification hy the Department that the services or items of tangihle personal 
property have been received and accepted, payment shall be tendered to the Contractor 
within thirty days after the date of certification. If payment is made by mail, the payment 
shall be deemed tendered on the date it is postmarked. 

After the thirtieth day from the date that written certification of acceptance is 
issued, late payment charges shall be paid on the unpaid balance due on the contract to the 
Contractor at the rate of one and a half {\Vi) percent per month. For purchases funded by 
state or federal grants to local public bodies, if the local public body has not received the 
funds from the federal or state funding agency, but has already certified that the services 
or items of tangible personal property have been received and accepted, payments shall be 
tendered to the Contractor within five working days of receipt of funds from that funding 
agency. 

e. Payment of Taxes . The Contractor is responsible for making payment of 
gross receipts taxes to the New Mexico Department of Taxation and Revenue unless

3. Approval of Contractor Personnel,

4. Effective Date and Term. 

This Agreement shall not be effective until executed by the Secretary of the New 
Mexico Department of Transportation.

If within thirty (30) days after receipt of a written notice, the breaching party has 
not corrected the breach or, in the case of a breach which cannot be corrected in thirty (30) 
days, the breaching party has not begun and proceeded in good faith to correct the breach, 
the non-breaching party may declare the breaching party in default and terminate the 
Agreement effectively immediately. The non-breaching party shall retain any and all other 
remedies available to it under law, 

6, Status of Contractor, 

The Contractor and its agents and employees are independent Contractors 
performing professional services for the Department and are not employees of the 
Department, The Contractor and its agents and employees shall not have use of 
Department State vehicles or any other benefits afforded the Department employees as a 
result of this Agreement, 

7, Permits, Licenses, and Insurance,
